“REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD 


FOR THE YEAR ENDING FEB. 15, 18094. 


Partly owing to the lateness in the season of the annual 
school meeting, much difficulty was experienced in securing 
teachers for some of the schools. ~ But schools have been 
maintained in six districts, three terms in each except the 
south part which had no spring term. In the East part, the 
schoolhouse having been made comfortable for cold weather, 
the school continued longer than the other schools so as to 


~ make up the deficiency in the length of the winter term last 


year. 
The attendance in all the schools was not so good in the 
winter term as in the other terms; being due, in part, to the 


_ prevalence of whooping cough; especially was this the case 
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in the village schools and in the East district. We are glad 


to know that in most of the schools the parents and others 
interested visited the schools more or less frequently. Every 


_ patron ought to visit school, if possible, at least once every 


term. It encourages and helps both teacher and pupils. 
There is great power in this common school education. 

We earnestly recommend a hearty co-operation on the part 
of the patrons with the Board, in securing competent and 
faithful teachers, and in seconding the teacher’s efforts to 
maintain proper discipline and to advance the pupils in their 
studies. Of course this is especially necessary in carrying on 
successfully the school work according to the present “Town 


system.” The purchasing of the $10 flags for four of the 
schools has been deferred, satisfied that it would meet with 


universal approval, until arrangements could be made at the 
next anaual meeting by which the flags could be rendered 
serviceable on al! proper occasions.
